July 2d, 1864.

Sir—Wo nro 12 miles further away from Rich- 


mond to day than wo wero one month ago,—and I 
do not think that wo will get much nearer that Ci- 
ty this Summon, than wo nro at tho present time 
On the 5th of Juno wero within ton miles of'Rich- 
mond—now, wo »re twenty-two miles from it, and 
fighting ft littlo every day, and losing men every 
day, and gaitrng no ground for three weeks. 


We have lost beiween seventy five and a hun- 


dred thousand men since tho 4th of Jtlp.yf last,—and 
that has weakened thij Army, considerable. Al 
though there nro a great many of tho 100 days' 
men here, they don't coma up to time liko tho old 
troops., They ,think tho field is no place for them 
They say though did not do this fair thing with 
them, and he gets us many curses from thorn as 
VsIUndigham did last Fall. The majority of them 
•hink littlo McClollan .'was as nour Richmond's 
U.S. Grant c.in ever get. I Uo sincerely hope 
that McCiellan will get tho nomination and be 
successful, ami bring Peace and prosperity once

Mr. Allen, who was received with enthu- 


siastic applause, spoke as follows: 


St'KECII OF HON. WILLIAM ALLEN, OF OHIO' 


GENTLKMEN OF THE CONVJSNTION: Men 


of America, during the last four years our 
rulors have been so unfortunate as to make 
political and military mistakes, which have 
exposed this nation to the complicated dan- 
gers of disintegration, despotism and anar- 
chy. [Cheers.] The people of tho nation 
at large, irrespecliyo of party badges und 
distinctions, have become appallsd at the 
dangers which threaten it in the ne^r fu- 
ture, and have looked around to flnd on 
earth some power capable of rescuing them 
from these dangers to which they are ex- 
posed, and by which" they are environed. 
They have found but orio power, and that 
is the old Democracy of tlie United States. 
[Great cheering.] In obedience to the call 
of this endangered country, you have come 
forward here and tendered'your services to 
aid tho balance of your ' countrymen in the 
salvation of your country, [Ciies of "good" 
and cheers.] Your deliberations are about 
to be brought to a .conclusion; and, fully 
aware that it was tho unhappy split in out- 
ranks four years ago which opened the way 
for the ingress of this dcstructivo power, 
you are now bound by your own allegiance 
to the Constitution of )our country to close 
up your ranks and act unitedly, as the o'uly 
means of saving it.
